The organization, administers regulatory programs designed to protect air quality, water quality, and the
public's health, and also works to advance an all-of-the-above energy strategy that fits North Carolina’s
needs. DEQ also offers technical assistance to businesses, farmers, local governments, and the public
and encourages responsible behavior with respect to the environment through education programs
provided at DEQ facilities and through the state's school system.

Division of Water Resources, with central offices in Raleigh and seven regional offices located across the
state, ensures safe drinking water in accordance with federal requirements, issues pollution control
permits, monitors permit compliance, evaluates environmental water quantity and quality, and carries
out enforcement actions for violations of environmental regulations. The division's administrative staff
and five sections (Public Water Supply, Water Planning, Water Quality Permitting, Water Quality
Regional Operations and Water Sciences) administer the laws, policies and rules established by the U.S
Environmental Protection Agency, the state's Environmental Management Commission and the N.C.
General Assembly, the state legislative body. This opportunity will be in the Water Quality Permitting
Section.
